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Broiler Growers Meet And Discuss Common Problems - Solutions

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"You have a communication prob- 
lem,"’ Representative Jimmy Holley 
told members of the Wiregrass Poultry 
Growers Association last Thursday 
night as they gathered to discuss their 
problems with the chicken processors. 

Holley and other elected officials 
had met previously with the growers 
and had agreed to discuss their 
problems with the processors and see if 
they could help solve some of the 

roblems. Holley said he and Senator 

allace Miller met with Management 
from both Conagra and Southland 
Broilers and was told they were 
unaware ‘there was dissatisfaction 
among the growers. This is what 
prompted Holley to make his assess- 
ment. 


The growers laughed aloud as 
Holley reported some of the answers 
given to him in response to complaints 
of the growers. The loudest was in 
response to the statement that ‘‘the 
serviceman is on call 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week to help you.’’ Some 
growers muttered that their service- 
man’s truck was ‘‘on hand at Lake 
Eufaula or at the beach.’ They also 
challenged a statement that the proce 
sor paid for all medication. They said, 
“Yes, they pay for it, but charge it back 
to us on our settlement.”” Other 
complaints voiced included concern 
over correct weights of feed trucks and 
finished broilers, plus a lack of 
understanding of how conversion rates 
were figured and who actually led on 
maximum conyetsion during a partic- 
ular week. 


Other speakers included Senator 
Wallace Miller, Representative Seth 
Hammett and Representative Cecil 
Wyatt. 


* Wyatt offered his support, as did the 
others, but reminded the growers that if 
the processor didn’t make money he 
couldn’t stay there, and if he wasn’t 


there, then there would be no chickens 
for the grower to grow. The growers 
nodded in agreement and said all they 
wanted was a fair shake. 


Another meeting is scheduled for 
this Thursday (tonight) in New Brockton 
at 7:30 at which time growers are to 
submit their complaints to be consoli- 
dated and presented to the processors,

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New Car Tag System Explained 


A new staggered regis- 
tration system to issue 
license plates for motor 
vehicles in Alabama to be 
effective October 1, 1980, 
has been announced by 
Ralph P. Eagerton, Jr., State 
Commissioner of Revenue. 

Eagerton stated the 
owners of all motor vehicles 
required to be registered in 
Alabama shall register their 
vehicles during the period 
October 1, 1980, through 
November 15, 1980, as they 
have in por years. They 
shall pay their full year of ad 
valorem (personal property) 
tax which is paid in arrears, 
‘and'they shall pay a monthly 
prorated portion of their 
annual registration fee for 
the period Oetnher 1, 1980.

The owners of all private 
passenger vehicles and pick-. 
up trucks shall register their 
vehicles in the month assign- 
ed to the first initial of their 
last name.

County Commission Faces $210,000 Lawsuit After Accident In 1979 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Septem- 
ber 8, at the courthouse in Elba, and 
was informed by Probate Judge James 
L. Sawyer that the county was being 
sued for over $210,000 in connection 
with an accident that happened in 1979. 

Judge Sawyer reported he was 
presented with a summons on Friday, 
September 5, and passed around a 
claim, which stated ‘‘ Mike Pritchett was 
seriously and permanently injured on 
September 5, 1979, on County Road 
80.’’ The claim alleges that the accident 
was caused ‘‘through negligently allow- 


Rabid Coon 


Killed Last Week 


Near Basin 


The Coffee County Sheriff's 
Department reported last week that a 
rabid raccoon was killed on Sunday, 
August 31, near the Basin Community. 
Mrs. Joe Wilkerson reported her dogs 
had killed a coon in her yard, but that 
the coon had attacked the dogs. The 
animal's head was sent to the State lab 
and tests revealed it did have rabies, 

The family had to destroy their pet 
dog and cat; however, two stray dogs 
that also fought the coon have not been 
found. The Sheriff's Department urges 
everyone living near Basin to chain their 
pets for 10 days to make certain they 
have not been contaminated. 


ing a front-end loader owned by the 
county to run into, upon or against a 
motor vehicle operated by Pritchett.’’ 


The wreck, according to the claim, 
totally destroyed a 1972 Oldsmobile, 
and Pritchett received injuries to his 
liver, spleen and other internal organs, 
as well as bruises and contusions all 
over his body and severe lacerations to 
the face. The claim also states that 
Pritchett ‘‘has experienced physical 
pain and mental anguish.”’ 

The suit seeks $185,136 in restitu- 
tion to cover medical expenses, and 
$25,000 to the mother for losses of 
setvices and society of her son. 


A copy of the accident report, signed 
by State Trooper W.H. Burgess, 
revealed the front-end loader was being 
operated by county employee Early 
Sanders, Jr., and that the wreck 
occurred when the loader was backing 
across County Road 80 and the car 
struck it. Both Sanders and Pritchett 
were injured and were taken to the Elba 
General Hospital by the Elba Rescue 
Squad. 

Monday's meeting began at 10:00 
a.m. with the first visitor being Mr. Ken 
Nichols, a representative of the State 
Mental Health Department, who pre- 
sented a brief history of local Mental 
Health facilities and expressed the 
program’s need for continued local 
funding.

Electric Bill 


The Elba Water & Electric Board 
met Tuesday night for a short meeting 
and handled only routine business, 
Absent from the meeting were Board 
members Oscar Vaughan and Jimmy 
Wise. 

Board members reviewed the finan- 
cial statute of the utility, discussed the 
delinquent accounts, including $647 late 
bills; four meters pulled for non- 
payment; one returned check, etc. 
Total losses to date for all utility billing 
this year is $7,415.10. 

Payment of monthly bills totaling 
$7,174.72 was approved, as was a bill 
for purchased electricity of $169,571.75. 
Chairman Charles Hayes noted this was 
probably the highest power bill ever 
presented to the Elba utility. It was for 
electricity used by Elba users during the 
extremely hot weeks of the summer. 
Hayes said that when all Elba electric 
users pay their bill, by the 15th of the 
month, they would have enough money 
to pay this large wholesale bill.

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The Public Service Commission has made some brave 
decisions this week. They decided that Alabama Power 
Company couldn't charge advertising costs to the rates. Of 
course this would only figure a cent or two to each customer, 
but it sounds like good politics. However, just a few months 
ago, the Alabama Supreme Court told them advertising was a 
normal expense of doing business and they couldn't prohibit 
figuring it into the operating expense. The Alabama Power 
Company does not sell anything to most of our readers, and 
has never bought) any advertising in this newspaper in at 
least the past 17 or 18 years; so the decision doesn't have any 
bearing on the running of this newspaper. However, we still 
disagree with the thinking of the PSC and scorn their thinking 
if there was any political gain considered in making the 
decision, especially when they had a ruling to the contrary 
last year. 


We received a direct mail sales pitch this week with the 
envelope covered with promises of selling us information to 
avoid lawyers and save all kinds of money, etc. Well, we were 
so impressed with the possible benefits of buying whatever 
they were selling, we dumped the letter into the trash can 
without even opening it. . . . something very unusual with ye 
ole editor, who usually opens everything and saves too much. 


If seems that if you want a free trip to Cuba all you have to do 
is buy a quart of gasoline, put it in a glass jar and board a 
plane going anywhere. Once you are airborne, hold up the 
gas and tell the pilot you want to go to Havana.

We hope they vote to take this as 
their Number 1 project and further hope they have the full 
support of the Industrial Board, the City of Elba and the 
people of Elba.

schools the academic sub- 
jects - arithmetic, reading 
and writing - are taught in 
the morning. Without break- 
fast, a child has gone 12 to 14 
hours without food. The 
child may lack the energy 
required for the morning’s 
activities, and there’s a 
greater likelihood he or she 
will miss out on some very 
important instruction. 

Studies have shown that 
children who had not eaten 
breakfast produced less 
work, were slower making 
decisions and were physical- 
ly less steady than the 
children who had eaten 
breakfast. There have also 
been indications that break- 
fast-skippers tend to be more 
nervous and have slower 
mental reactions than break- 
fast eaters. 

Many schools report 
when children eat nutritious 
breakfasts, they are better 
behaved, less subject to 
fatigue, and less inclined to 
be absent. They are also 
more alert and efficient 
throughout the morning. 

Do your children have an 
adequate breakfast? I hope 
so. 


CHILDREN’S SHOES 

Proper fit should be the 
first consideration when buy- 
ing children’s shoes. Begin 
with a shoe that has a shape 
similar to that of the child's 
foot. Check the length by 
pressing down on the end of 
the shoe with your thumb. 
There should be one-half t 
three-fourths of an _ incl 
beyond the longest toe. 

Width of the children’s 
shoes should allow toes to be 
in a natural position. The 
widest part of the foot should 
match the widest part of the 
shoe. 

The shoe shouldn’t touch 
the toes. The ball of the foot 
and the arch form of the shoe 
should be at the same point. 

With shoes buckled or 
laced, have the child walk. 
There should be no apparent 
puckers or wrinkles, Ask the 
child to bend his foot. The 
shoe should be flexible and 
shouldn't gap at the instep. 

The heel should be snug, 
not slipping when the child 
walks. Neither should it cut 
into the heel or rub on the 
ankle bone.

There is also much anxiety 
about the damage the lesser 
cornstalk borers are doing to 
the small crop of under- 
‘ground peanuts. For most 
growers the prospects don't 
look promising. 

Time has just about run 
out. When I think about the 
fact that we are already into 
the football season and I 
know that on thousands of 
acres there are only a few 
insect-ridden peanuts, it just 
about makes me sick. 


GRAZING 

One Coffee County farm- 
er was talking to another a 
few days ago and asked, 
“What is the best time to 
plant winter grazing such as 
rye and ryegrass?’’ The 
other farmer answered, 
“‘September.’’ The first 
farmer said, ‘‘Well, if you 
can’t get it planted in 
September, what is the next 
best time?’’ He said, ‘‘Next 
September.”’ 

The point is that winter 
grazing planted on prepared 
land in September will do a 
lot better than that planted 
later. Quite a few farmers 
this year will be planting 
ryegrass and rye on top of 
Bahia and Coastal sods. 
Most* years you need to 
bushhog or mow the excess 
grazing down before plant- 
ing. This won’t necessarily 
be the case this year because 
of the dry weather. I would 
expect a lot of overseeding of 
pastures in October and 
November. Ryegrass or rye 
overseeded like this normally 
won’t produce much grazing 
until early February. 


IRRIGATION 

What effect does irriga- 
tion have on soybeans? 
Rollan Day, who farms in the 
McCall’s Store Community 
south of Fairview, told me 
that irrigation will really 
make soybeans grow. He 
has only been able to water 
part of his soybean acreage, 
but on the .acres he has 
irrigated - those beans are 
tall and lapping in the 
middle. He feels he should 
make some excellent beans 
on those watered acres. 

Very few people have 
irrigated soybeans this year 
because most growers have 
had to concentrate irrigation 
on the peanuts. But where 
fields are located close 
enough to a water supply, 
some irrigation is being 
done. It will be interesting to 
see what kind of yield Day 
makes on his irrigated fields 
as compared with the dry 
fields. 


1980 Peanut 
Price Support 


Levels Set 


The average federal 
support price that farmers 
can expect for a ton of 1980 
crop peanuts is $451.69 for 
Virginia and Valencia (south- 
west; types; $459.09 for 
Runner; and $437.89 for 
Spanish and Valencias in all 
other areas. Rollan Day, 
Chairperson of the Coffee 
County Agricultural and 
Conservation committee, 
said that the method of 
computing, the different 
levels is the same as for the 
1979 crop. ‘‘The actual 
support prices depend on the 
percent of the various sizes 
of kernels in each ton of 
nuts."’ 

For each percent of sound 
mature and sound split 
kernels, the support level per 


ton is; Virginia, $6.518; 
Runnef, $6.390; Spanish, 
$6.422; Valencia in the 


Southwest suitable for clean- 
ing and roasting, $6.786; and 
other valencia types in all 
areas, $6.422. 


Coffee County farmers 
participating in the ASCS 
peanut program produced 
over 39,010 tons of Runner 
peanuts last year.- 

The ASCS official said the 
1980 crop rates, premiums 
discounts, quality and loca- 
tion adjustment are the same 
as for 1979 crop peanuts. The 
percentage factor used in 
calculating the loan value of 
additional peanuts has been 
decreased to 54.95 percent 
because of the decrease in 
support rate for additional 
peanuts

Level Community has just 
recently bought an irrigation 
system.

Per- 
haps other local lending 
institutions in the next 90 
days will be setting policies 
and discussing various 
options with farm customers. 
Many individual decisions 
between the borrower and 
the lender will be worked out 
because each farmer has a 
unique set of circumstances.

Elba Tigers Invade Crenshaw County 


For Meeting With Luverne Tigers 


The Elba Tigers, still 
riding high following last 
week's 32-0 season opening 
win over Geneva, hit the road 
again this week when they 
journey to Crenshaw County 
to battle Coach Glenn 
Daniel's Luverne Tigers. 

Luverne is off to some- 
what of a slow start and owns 
a 1-1 record.

The two men 
mentioned in these passages 
of scripture were opposites 
on the question of being your 
brother’s keeper. Cain felt no 
responsibility for his brother 
even after murdering him, 
but Abraham prayed an 
intercessory prayer for Lot 
and the other righteous 
people of Sodom and 
Gomorrah. He was con- 
cerned about these people 
even though they had gotton 
themselves in to a terrible 
predicament. We are our 
brother's keeper if we can do 
something to help him
